In 1921 pieces of white shining naterial 
(like bits of polished china) fell at 
Portland* Oregon , accompanied by chunks 
of ice. 

In 1947» the Los Angeles Times carried a 
picture of Army Air Force officers exa¬ 
mining a cyliQder-like polished white 
china, which fell in Portland. Oregon ... 
accompanied by chunks of ice!! 

Bnsenada.B.C..1954 - Manuel Careaga, was 
driwlng his car when he heard a noise 
like rooks being thrown against his wind¬ 
shield and rear window. 

He stopped to InTestlgate, and found no 
missile;but noted the glass was spotted. 
As he watched, in amasement. it began to 
melt...like snow!! 

Canada. 1954 - A Mrs. Gary May. of Port 
Weller heard a sharp sound.like pinging. 
She and her husband both noticed there 
were blobs on the windshield.resembling 
rain. Mrs. May stuck her hand outside to 
feel the glass and felt a sharp stinging 
pain in her thumb. She drew her hand in. 
On her thumb was a tiny bum-like mark!! 

Ma ryarrille. Ohio .. 1954 - On October 1. 
'two school teachers and 60 children - 
watched a cigar-shaped object hover over 
the Jerome Blementary School for a while 
and then speed off, leaving a three-mile 
trail of strands like Angel's hair. The 
teachers gathered some of the webbed 
Strands which had dropped on the trees, 
bushes, and lines along the road. They 
had trouble trying to break the strands. 
They said the material looked and felt 
like asbestos. let.tough as it was. the 
stuff would disappear within minutes 
after it had been touched. 

When one of the strands was handled, it 
would curl into a ball, then disappear - 
or disintegrate.Their hands turned green 
from tonching the silken strands, but it 
rinsed off easily. The green disappeared 
from all hands which were not rinsed, in 
about a half hour. Some of the same was 
observed falling in Sicily...that very 
same year!! 

April. 1955 •> Morris Steen, a millworker 
for the Cherokee Uranium Inc..in Colora¬ 
do. found a small, highly radioactive 
metal disc in Lake Gulch , a mile south 
of Central City. It was two Inches in 
diameter and a quarter inch thick. The 


disc has baffled F.B.I. agents, mining 
men and geologists. 

0. L. Breitkruetz also complained to the 
police that since last October. 1955 . 
* bri^t discs * have been found in his 
front and back yards.They are about five 
Inches in diameter, a sixteenth of en 
inch thick, and weigh two ounces each. 
In the center is a slight depression. No 
one seems to know where they come from!! 

Horseheads. New York . 1955 — Late last 
February, the ground over an area of se¬ 
veral blocks was blanketed with a rather 
mysterious gray "cobweb" which covered 
trees, lawns, and buildings. The fibers 
looked and felt like cotton. They were 
radioactive. Investigations merely con¬ 
fused matters more, per se; I- Chemists 
at Elmira. College said they were damaged 
cotton fibers. II- John B. Diffenderfer. 
manager of the chemistry section at the 
Westinghouse plant, said, the substance 
came from milk. Ill- Technicians. Louis 
Hermann and Robert Mix. chemists of the 
Dairylea milk plant, said the stuff con¬ 
sisted of cotton and wool fibers with a 
couple of pieces of fine copper wire 
mixed in or, that it may have come out of 
a carpet sweeper bag...77 

Dana. California . April 8, 1955 - While 
driving through Shasta County, on the 
Cloud McArthur road, Mr. and Mrs. Milton 
Mayer encountered patches of greenish- 
blue snow. It was approximately ten feet 
in diameter. "We got out, and the first 
thing we noticed weus that our skin tin¬ 
gled, our mouths puckered like we had 
alum on them and our eyes started to 
water. We drove away from there. We 
Induced a Mr. Lewis Brewster and Shirley 
Dustman, who runs the Glenbum general 
store, to accompany us. Two boys, also 
followed. The blue-green snow was still 
there and it had a phosphorous glow when 
the car lights shone on it. They all ex¬ 
perienced the same sensations as we had. 
when they got out of their cars..." 


During the month of Februazy, 1961, Mr. 
Richard Burger, a piano tuner, discove¬ 
red a new hazard for his profession iHien 
a golf ball in an upright piano he was 
repedrlng in Cleveland. Tennessee, blew 
up in his face when he lifted it out* R. 
Burger, who said he had no idea how long 
the ball had been in the piano, was 
treated at a hospital for face and eye 
injuries!! 
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The Maritimes - newest 
playground for UFOs ? 

The UPOs have return¬ 
ed to the Maritime 
provinces In force It 
seems. (See 3S&S #52 
tc 53 for previous re¬ 
ports, ) 

Was It an ICBM or UPO 
over Greenwood, Nova 
Scotia, Canada’s multi-million dollar 
east coast air base, that an airman 
watched as an Argus aircraft came In 
on an approach In November, 1968? 

The UPO was moving at a tremend¬ 
ous rate of speed above the Argus and 
away from It. It was out of sight In 
two seconds and there appeared to be 
an Ionization trail behind It. 

Another UPO was seen coming In 

over the North Mountain In the Minas Basin region. It was solid, with lights 
and what looked like exhaust flames underneath. 

Prof. Rupert MacNell, a member of the National Research Council says he 
won't commit himself on the Greenwood affair but on the other sighting he saya 
"I have no question In my mind that the object did appear, whatever It was. I 
don't know where on Earth or out of Earth they came from. They can come from 
this Earth but I wouldn't say that they did. Who are we to stand up here In 
all our vaInglorlousness and say that there's nothing anywhere that has as 
much brains as we have," 

Two Dartmouth, N.S, men, Eric Horne and Harry Smith were returning home 
on Saturday, Nov, 30 around 6:30 p.m. from a hunting trip. They were on the 
Trans-Canada Highway between Halifax and Truro when they noticed "a big round 
white thing, like a bl^ ball In the sky," 

The men slowed down and pulled off onto the shoulder of the road to get 
a better look. Until then the object was stationary In the sky but began to 
move away from them In the direction of Halifax. The object was almost out 
of sight when It suddenly came back towards the men at "a fantastic rate of 



speed." When It was above the men. It begantorlse until It was almost out 

of sight, then suddenly It 



started back down again and as 
It got closer, the light went 
out completely, Mr. Home said 
the light reappeared again and 
moved In the direction of Hali¬ 
fax again. Another car stopped 
and the driver saw the object. 
The display lasted about 5 to 
10 minutes. There were two 
planes In the sky at the time 
and the ^llfax International 
Airport said nothing was record¬ 
ed In their log book covering 
the Incident, 

On December 2, 1968, Prank 
R. Stapley,of the Halifax area, 
was returning home from work 
with three passengers when they 
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aaw four or five lights, reddish-amber In color and there was one big red 
light above the others. They were moving up and over the Prospect Highway. 

The object was only about 1,200 feet from his car. Figuring he could catch 
It at the top of the road. It had 
dlsapDeared. There were no turn¬ 
off points with the exception of 
some roads Into the watershed ar¬ 
ea but these are closed by gates. 

On December 4, 1968, three 
Moncton residents saw at 7505 a.m. 
a circular object with orange 
lights around It and seemed to be 
over Lutes Mtn., not too high 
above the ground. It then moved 
northward out of sight. A sookes- 
man for Air Traffic Control at 
Moncton said a DC4 and a Dart 
Herald passedT over the mountain 
at 7:01 and 7:04 a.m. respective¬ 
ly* 

The Eldon George family saw 
an unusual craft, a pale amber, 
travelling northerly but zig¬ 
zagged as It went out of sight at 6:25 p.m. on Dec. 10, 1968. A few weeks 
earlier they saw a similar object at 6:20 p.m. on November 30. This report 
came from the Parrsboro area. 

At New Heven, P.E.I., on Dec. 30, at 8:15 p.m., Rick MacPhee and neigh¬ 
bors saw a very bright object drop straight down from the sky. It lit up the 
yard and appeared to land nearby. No trace was found. 

Allison Williams of Sandford, N.3., at 9:30 p.m. Jan. 22, 1969, went out 
to feed his dog when he noticed a bright object over the Bay of Fundy. His 

wife and son came out to see It. Through 
binoculars It was a circle with colors 
on the Inside of It. These colors al¬ 
ternated red, green and yellow. The ob¬ 
ject headed for the horizon and then 
disappeared. It was In sight for ten 
minutes. A year or so ago the children 
of Mr. and Mrs. Geo. Watkins saw an ob¬ 
ject hover over the electric wires near 
the Watkins' home. It frightened the 
children to tears. 

Fredericton, N.B., was the scene 
of a bright red, then fading to white 
object over the Wallace Call house. It 
hovered over the house, got larger and 
was coming down toward the house the 
witnesses said. At this point a plane 
came over and the object dlsapneared. 
David Call looked at It through binocu¬ 
lars and said It looked as big as a 
house. There was no noise but was about 
2,000 feet over the house according to 
Mr. Call. David said It was like a disc, 
and was rotating. Time of sighting was 
late February, 1969.

On March 13, two Imperial Oil work¬ 
ers saw a UFO brighter than a star sweep 
across the sky over Halifax at 5! 10 a.m. 
and seemed to turn northward. It was In 
sight for five minutes and there was no 
sound. 

Moncton, N.B. got their first UFO 
report of this year on April 2. Sight¬ 
ings were reported over the Sunny Brae - 
Humphrey area of the city during the 
evening by several residents. A red 
light, described as a fireball, was re¬ 
ported hovering over the northeastern 
section of Moncton at approx. 10 p.ra. 

It was followed by several light air¬ 
craft circling In the area. Moncton's weather bureau In Lakebum received 
no phone calls and nothing was seen by the meteorologists. An ROMP spokes¬ 
man heard of the Incident but understood that It was a prank played by sever¬ 
al University of Moncton students.

NEWFOUNDLAND GETS THEIRS TOO... 

On November 26, 1968, at Bishop's Falls, some older children plavlng near 
the river watched a bright silvery object hovering over the woods on the 
river's far side. They ran to a nearby oar and told the occupants who also 
saw the object. 

Pour residents of Comer Brook claim they saw a strange light hovering over 
the Blomidon Country Club on Monday, Dec. 30, 1968. One woman was looking 
out a neighbor's living room window overlooking the golf course when the ob¬ 
ject suddenly appeared out of nowhere. She said the object hovered over the 
ground, had a mirrored sphere with a flashing white light on the bottom. On 
top of the sphere were two perpendicular sections, which appeared like six- 
foot, flame-red cylinders.

Monday, Dec. 16, 1968 at 7t05 a.m., 

Ed W(»ller oonutlng to Winnipeg, Man., 
from Carman, sighted a UFO two blocks 
north of No.3 and Ho.l3 highway Inter¬ 
section. It was mowing fast towards 
Carman. Mr. Weller turned east on No.3 
to Winnipeg keeping the object In sight. 


The UFO dropped down to about fifty 
feet above ground and appeared to hover above a field south of Midland Col¬ 
legiate In Carman. He stopped his cair, heard no noise. The object hovered 
for two minutes, then rose up, speeding away at a phenomenal rate westerly. 
No shape was ascertained because of Its brightness. 


A "glowing pink" circular, or oblong UFXD hovered over Rose du Lac, Man., 
for 45 minutes on Sunday, Feb.2, 1969.

Two Yorkton, Sask., teenagers reported two UFOs on Feb. 3, which they 
say were orange and red respectively.

They followed the lights, 
turned around, then the lights starte-^ to follow them, and then eventually 
speeded off In a westerly direction. 

Mr. and Mrs. Merle Marshall saw a UFO at Eldorado, Saak., also sometime 
In February, It was very bright, like a star, but when changing direction 
would turn bright red, then blue and when speeding away would be white.

"The lights from It lit up the Inside of the car. It was like a sunny day. 

The family dog which always stays on the floorboards leaped onto tha car seat. 
Red lights could be seen Inside the saucer but no sign of life. 

"it was an unusual sighting," said Dr. McIntosh. 

"On a dark rainy night on a lonely road, things may appear more awesome than 
If we saw them In broad daylight. 

"He gave a vivid description of what he saw and It sounds very much like a 
helicopter. "Normally we never see hellpcopters at night and really have no 
Idea of what they look like." 

"What a helicopter was doing In that area on a dark night I don't know." 

Many previous UFOs have been associated with high tension wires on rainy 
nights, said Dr. McIntosh, but It seems clear that the Ottawa man had. In fact, 
seen a real vehicle of some kind.

FLYINO SAUCER CRASHED INTO ST.LAWRENCE R. 

Three persons witnessed a flying saucer 
crashing Into the St. Lawrence River near 
Verdun, Quebec. (See map below) 

A flying saucer or an object, not posi¬ 
tively Identified found Itself In the ri¬ 
ver since Saturday morning, a little af¬ 
ter midnight. Whatever It was, the pol¬ 
ice of Verdun and the director, Roger Du¬ 
luth, have taken the thing seriously. 

There were three residents of Verdun who 
saw a luminous object descend "yellowish, 
with some red," towards the river at some 
1,000 feet from the Francois Road on the 
Island of the Sisters. Mr. Jimmy Torres, 33, his sister also about 30, and 
their mother, were In the parlor of Apt.103 at 500 St.Francois Rd. when they 
saw "the saucer." "If I had been alone I would absolutely not have said any¬ 
thing about It," said Mr. Torres; we remained silent, all three of us 

when we saw that thing above about 1,000 feet from us. 

Mr. Torres asked his sister to communicate with the police while he went slow¬ 
ly toward the spot where "the saucer" seemed to be standing when It disappear¬ 
ed behind the trees. According to Mr. Torres, the object they saw descending 
from the sky could find Itself on the shore or In the water. 

"I came forward very slowly because I feared seeing It disappear. When I 
arrived on the shore there wasn't anything, not even a trace," he said. 

The agent, Pierre Trudeau of the police of Verdun, accompanied Mr. Torres up 
to the shore. Both spent some time Investigating the neighboring grounds but 
they found nothing which could prove the passage of "the saucer. 

At the beginning of the day, Saturday, the agent returned to the place-to bet¬ 
ter Inspect It but with the same 
result. Where did the saucer go 
then? Simply Into the St. Lawr¬ 
ence River. The testimony of 
these three people concurred 
strangely with that of 8 persons 
In Ottawa who declared Friday, 

May 23, to have seen a flying 
saucer.

With the departure of these 
strange objects, the lights went 
out and Mr. Chaput heard a motor 
noise which made him think of a 
boat motor. 

The Chaputa waited for daylight 
to approach the place of the sight¬ 
ing and were disturbed by the 
state of their field. 

At the place where they had seen 
the oblects, the ground was burn¬ 
ed In 4 circles of 27 feet In 
diameter and almost a 2-foot ring 
around the circumference.

That was not all. Since this ex¬ 
traordinary visit, the Chaput fam¬

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ASTRONAUTS SILENCED ON UFOs . SPACE RESEARCHER CLAIMS 


Ansrlosn astronauts flying In spacs have not only sighted UFOs, but 
have taken photographs, said Dr. Garry C. Henderson, a noted apace research 
scientist, when he lectured at the Calgary Planetarlua, April 10, 1969. 

Dr. Henderson said that astronauts had been Instructed to say nothing 
about seeing UFOs and that their pictures had been looked up. Henderson 
said he had spoken to one astronaut who told him he was Instructed along 
with other astronauts by NASA officials "not to mention any UFO sightings 
made." 

He attributed the shroud of secrecy to NASA fears of ridicule. The 
U.3. Congress, he claimed, could become wary of the space program and even¬ 
tually cut down on financial appropriations. 

Dr. Henderson also criticized the Condon report for prematurely dis¬ 
pelling thoughts about possible existence of UFOs. It will now be harder, 
he said, to get any government support for a continued Investigation Into 
the possibility of UFOs. 

He predicted that UFO probes would virtually end unless governments In 
the more advanced nations took an active stand soon to mount more positive 
and Improved UFO Investigations. He also termed as apalllng that the U.3. 
government had failed to date In Its efforts to determine whether UFOs did 
In fact exist. 

Dr. Henderson urged that If official Interest In UFOs was not forthcom¬ 
ing, university students could help by conducting Investigations of their 
own. The U.3. Air Force, he said, has warehouses full of outdated military 
equipment such as radar sets. Infrared detectors and gelger counters that 
could be given to students to aid In their Investigations. 

Dr. Henderson works for a division of General Djmamlcs at Ft. Worth,Tex,

Luc Fontaine, an agriculturist honorably known In the vicinity. Is claim¬ 
ing he saw, on July 31, 1968, a flying saucer In the area where he lives, the 
Plalne des Capres, Reunion Island, which la situated In the Indian Ocean be¬ 
tween Madagascar and Maurice Island, a French "departement d’outre-mer". 

Fontaine reported the following: "I was gathering grass for my rabbits 
when I saw over a small glade, an oval-shaped object hovering one meter above 
the ground. Its diameter was about 5 meters (approx. 15 fsst.) and Its height 
could be 2 or 3 meters. The central part of the craft being transparent, I 
spotted through It, two figures looking like "Bonhommes Mlchelln” (Mlchelln Is 
a French company which makes tires. Their symbol Is a very fat man, made out 
of various shaped white tires, piled one above the other.) 

They were small, nearly one meter, and broad-shouldered. One of them tur¬ 
ned his head and glanced at me. Then, suddenly, there was a white blinding 
light that obliterated the whole landscape. I looked down In order to protect 
my eyes. When I looked up again, the object had disappeared.'* 

Fearing ridicule, Fontaine didn't warn the authorities at once. Ten days 
after the Incident, Protection Civile Inquirers went to the sighting place 
with Oelger counters. With the greatest surprise, they found radioactivity 
tracks on the ground and on the clothes Fontaine was wearing on July 31.

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PRIESTS CLAIM TO HAVE WITHE8SKD ’DIABOLICAL PHENOMENOH* IN QDEBBC 


Acton Vale, Que. (CP) - A 'diabolical phenoaenon' was responsible for alleged 
supernatural happenings earlier this month In the hoae of Sylvlo Salnt-Onge, 
say three Roman Catholic priests who claim to have witnessed the Incidents. 

In a Joint statement made public Thursday, Jan. 23, 1969, Fathers Claude 
Levellle, Normand Bernier and Wilfrid Berard say that Jan. 7, In Mr. Salnt- 
Onge 's home In this community, 65 miles east of Montreal, they saw: 

- clothing leave a closet to gather In the centre of a room - „ 

- a picture of Our Mother of Perpetual Help "constantly thrown to the floor 
even though a particularly solid nail was holding It - 

- a statue of the Virgin Mary fall to the floor and break - 

- the foot of a bed rising alone. Its two coasters tom off and the bed fall¬ 
ing again. 

"In our view. It Is the case of a diabolical phenomenon, a rare phenomenon 
but possible with divine permission," the priests say. 

"The devil. If God allowed It, can manifest himself tangibly by all sorts of 
more or less serious pesterlngs of certain people or certain things, as hap- 
^ned In the life of many saints... 

'*The gravity of a diabolical Infestation depends on the latitude God gives the 
Spirit of Evil to try his servants." 

The Salnt-Onges also told reporters that a six-year-old girl, Guylalne, who 
lives with them, was dressing that day when her clothes began to fly about her, 
carrying rosaries, ashtrays and vases with them. 

In their report, the priests say they searched the house for "possible natural 
causes but It was quickly established that there was no vibration on the walla, 
there was no draught and no one was touching the objects." 

"Those who were In the house began to pray and things quietened down." 

Guylaln's parents, meanwhile, have whisked their daughter out of the Salnt- 
Onge home, saying the Incidents were a result of their daughter's vivid Ima- 
glnatlon.

UFO CHASES WOMAN RIDING BICYCLE 

(As told to SSiSbS aaaoclate, Gllles / 
Cote) Time; End of October, 1957. ^ 
It was 10;30 p.m., a summer-like eve¬ 
ning and the sky was dark. Jeanne 
Chene, 25, was going home alone In 
Oka, Quebec, when suddenly, near the 
Shell Service Station she saw a fuzzy 
disc like the reflection from a power¬ 
ful searchlight on a white wall. She 
was surprised to see that this reflec¬ 
tion of light was standing In mld-alr, 
there was no beam of light from which 
It could be projected, no obstacle to 
simulate a screen, and there was no 
sound coming from It. 

The disc could be at least 4 feet In 
diameter, rotating fast, had a verti¬ 
cal motion up and down varying from 
six to twelve feet from the ground. 
Jeanne was riding her bicycle and de¬ 
cided to head for home as she became 
very frightened.

As they 
were watching, a group of young people 
came by and observed the bright disc 
which was novTln front of the top edge 
of the roof of the house across the 
street. 

It was then that the light changed Its 
shape from circular to an elongated 
ribbon oscillating In waves and then 
left at a tremendous speed towards the 
lake where It went out of sight. Total 
number of witnesses was 20 and length 
of sighting was 15 minutes.

Thla man, a rather tall, thin, un¬ 
kempt Individual In hla 30'a with a gift for UFO talk, claimed to be Jerry Kirk 
and had put the bite on Jim for one dollar, promlalng Jim and Tim an Interview 
with Allende. Kirk gave them pretty much the aame Information a a the reaearch¬ 
er had given Barker on the phone. 

Gray then phoned the Canadian reaearcher and found him at home and very 
ahocked that he had been Imperaonated. Gray phoned your editor right after and 
told him what had happened and could he ahed any light on the myatery? He re¬ 
membered an Individual who we will call "Mr. A" who talked and acted much the 
aame a a the mysterious phone caller. Checking with the real UPO researcher on 
the phone, It was found that he alao knew the "Mr. A" who knew certain peraonal 
detalla of the reaearcher'a life, aa did the "Zacharlaa" phone call. 

Tim ran Into Kirk at Grand Cen¬ 


tral Station and "Kirk" denied any 
connection with Zacharlaa. When Tim 
aald he'd call the police, Kirk cal¬ 
led Gray and Gray had to admit the 
voice waa different from that of the 
awlndler.
